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Municipal Budget 


DEFINITION OF A MUNICIPAL BUDGET 

The municipal budget is a quantitative expression of a 
plan for a defined period of time. It includes 
estimations of consumptions revenues based on the 
estimate consumptions, resource quantities, costs and 
expenses, assets, liabilities and cash flows. It expresses 
the strategic plans of various units, activities and 
events in measurable terms. The budget is also used as 
a financial planning and control tool for financial 
transactions. It is also the tool for implementing the 
service delivery objectives of the Municipality as set out in their Integrated Development Plan 
(IDP). The municipal budget also provides for greater transparency, accountability, flexibility, and 
predictability within the municipality. 



The M unicipal budget is divided into a Capitai and an Operating Budget: 


The capital budget is an estimate of the expenses that will be incurred during that financial year to 
create future benefits and provides the sources of finance from which these expenses will be 
funded. The municipality spends money either to buy new capital assets with a useful life of more 
than one year, add to the value of an existing capital asset by extending its useful life beyond the 
initial expected use full life or replace an existing asset. 

Examples of capital assets include, inter alia, land and buildings, motor vehicles, furniture, 
computers, office equipment and machinery. 


The operating budget is an estimate of the operating revenues which will accrue to the 
municipality through its normal service delivery and the expenditure that will be incurred through 
the day to day operations of the municipality over the financial year. 


An example to demonstrate the difference, the purchase of a photocopier is a capital expenditure 
and is budgeted for under the capital budget, but the maintenance and other expenses such as the 
paper and toner for the photocopier is budgeted for under the operating budget. 


OBJECTIVE OF THE M UNICIPAL BUDGET 


The main objective the municipal budget is to sensibly allocate realistically expected resources to 
the municipality's service delivery goals or performance objectives identified as priorities in the 
approved IDP. 

The municipal budget is a tool through which the total level of revenue and expenditure are 
adequately controlled, public resources are appropriately allocated among sectors and programs, 
and ensure that departments operate as efficiently as possible within the municipality. 
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WHERE DOES THE M UNICIPAUTY'S REVENUE ORIGINATE FROM ? 

The Municipality collects revenue from various sources. To achieve sustainable service 
delivery, the municipality have to ensure sustainable income streams to be able to provide 
services. Property rates and service charges in respect of electricity, water, refuse removal and 
sanitation are the most important source of income of the M unicipality's revenue. 

Other sources include interest on investments. M ossel Bay Municipality also has a steady 
investment portfolio that provides for investment income. Grants and Subsidies from National and 
Provincial Departments by means of conditional (e.g. Municipal Infrastructure Grant) and 
unconditional grants (e.g. Equitable Share) makes up the rest of the revenue. 

WHAT DOES THE M UNCIPAUTY SPEND ITS REVENUE ON? 

The M unicipality spends its revenue on the following services: 

• Water, electricity, sanitation and refuse removal; 

• Streets and Storm Water; 

• Repairs and maintenance to infrastructure; 

• Youth Development; 

• Relief for the poor; 

• Fire services; 

• Parks; 

• Libraries; 

• Sport and recreation facilities; and 

• Upgrading and maintenance of beaches 

HOW CAN RESIDENTS BE INVOLVED IN THE BUDGET PROCESS? 

The Municipality encourages public participation in the budgetary process. A draft budget can be 
viewed at the Municipal offices, the official Municipal website as well as all public libraries. It is 
open to comment once it is tabled to Council in M arch each year. 

Once the deadline for comments has been met, amendments are considered and the final budget 
is approved by Council before the end of M ay each year. New rates and tariffs are implemented at 
the start of each new financial year, being 1 J uly. 

WHAT STATE ARE M OSSEL BAY M UNICIPAUTY'S FINANCES IN? 


M ossel Bay's finances are well managed as it received a clean audit report for the third 
consecutive financial year. The current ratio improved to 2.5 times as at 30 J une 2014 (2013 - 2.3); 
whilst the turnover rate of accounts receivable is 6.4 as at 30 J une 2014 (2013 - 6.0). 
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PART 1 - ANNUAL BUDGET 
SECTION 1 - MAYORAL SPEECH 

M r Speaker, Aldermen, Councillors, M unicipal M anager and Directors, the 
media, members of the public and personnel of the M ossel Bay 
Municipality 

It Is once more my privilege to submit the revised Integrated Development 
Plan as well as the Draft Annual Budget, together with related documents, 
for the 2015/2016 financial year and the two outer years as prescribed In 
terms of Section 16 of the M unicipal Finance M anagement Act. 

This Is the third review of the Initial Integrated Development Plan (IDP) that was adopted In 2012 
and Is also the final plan that will be Implemented by this Council prior to the 2016 Local 
Government Elections, which will herald the end of this Council's term of office. 

The development objectives and outcomes envisaged In the IDP are regarded as a social contract 
between the M ossel Bay Municipality, Its residents, and ratepayers. The Integrated Development 
Plan Is therefore one of the most vital building blocks In relation to the municipal budgeting 
process. 

It In fact forms the basis of the budget and 1 believe 1 can again say confidently that, with this third 
revised Integrated Development Plan which Is being tabled today, the M ossel Bay Municipality 
once again has a credible, useful and high quality Integrated Development Plan. 

It reflects this Council and the M unicipallty's willingness and readiness to address and deliver on 
the serviced delivery as well as socio-economic development Issues as anticipated. 

The IDP remains a collective effort of the public as well as Council and the M unicipality and 1 would 
again like to thank our committed Ward Committees, the community at large as well as external 
Interest groups that were Instrumental during the IDP review processes that preceded the drafting 
of this document. I would also like to thank our Councilors as well as the M unicipal M anager and 
management for their Inputs. 

The M ossel Bay M unicipality was one of the first municipalities to compile Its IDP without the help 
of consultants and the consistent high quality of our IDP document over the years Is proof of the 
ability, leadership and professionalism of the personnel of this Municipality. I would there once 
again like to thank those personnel who put In long hours to give us another excellent plan. 

A municipal budget Is of course always extremely sensitive to the general economic climate In the 
country. Last year I mentioned the adverse economic climate that prevailed then. The situation 
has unfortunately not Improved this year and our ratepayers continue to be battered by rising 
costs on all fronts. 
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The electricity situation is particularly worrisome as the man in the street has to pay the price in 
the form on frequent tariff increases because of the utility's ongoing bungling, poor management 
and poor planning. It also affects the Municipality's revenue in the form of reduced electricity 
sales and the need to invest in back-up equipment to ensure continued service delivery. 


However, the M ossel Bay M unicipality remains amongst the best-managed municipalities in South 
Africa. The M unicipality obtained a third consecutive clean audit for the 2013/2104 financial year, 
putting it amongst only five per cent of the 278 municipalities in South Africa which have achieved 
this. 


In November 2014 Council adopted a new long-term financial plan which will determine the future 
direction to be taken in the management of its financial affairs. The plan inter alia makes provision 
for financing infrastructure projects that will generate additional revenue sources by way of loans. 
The M unicipality will also endeavour to utilise 80 per cent of the Capital Replacement Reserve for 
the replacement of assets, compared to the present target of 65 per cent. 

The Municipality also remains financially healthy, for which strict financial discipline, including 
control over expenditure and compliance with supply chain management legislation and 
regulations, is responsible. 

The same discipline and diligence were applied in the drafting of the budget for 2015/2016. 

The 2015/2016 budget is focussed on service delivery. We were again guided by our communities 
through the IDP processes on their needs, while our management team provided guidance on 
what is necessary to maintain as well as expand infrastructure to be able to cope with future 
growth of M ossel Bay. 

Every effort has also been made to spread the budget as equitably as possible across the various 
wards. However, it should be noted that a simple comparison cannot be made from ward to ward 
as a structure built in one ward may also service a number of other wards. Expenditure on roads, 
for example, is influenced by the traffic volumes that they have to carry and can, from the point of 
equity of expenditure in wards, also skew perceptions. 

It is also necessary to balance expenditure with income, the bulk of which is to be contributed by 
the ratepayers and users of municipal services. The latter cannot be burdened beyond their means 
to increase the Municipality's income so that all demands or requests raised during the 
community participation processes can be met. There is therefore bound to be some 
disappointments. 

There is also the issue of requests and wishes that fall outside the Municipality's Constitutional 
mandate. 


This applies in particular to human settlement, and, for example, electrification projects where 
municipalities are dependent on the National Government for funding. Health clinics as well as 
security services are other areas that fall outside the mandate of municipalities. 
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The insufficient funding for human settlement projects is the biggest headache as there is an 
increasing demand for housing in M ossel Bay as homeless people move into the area from 
elsewhere. 

However, funding received in recent years was not nearly enough to even address existing 
backlogs in a meaningful way. The M unicipality's human settlement allocation for the 2015/2016 
financial year is R 21.8 million while is estimated that, based on present State subsidy levels for 
serviced sites and top structures, but excluding bulk services costs, approximately Rl,5 billion is 
needed to eradicate the present backlog in M ossel Bay alone. Yet, the total human settlement 
allocation by the National Government to the Western Cape for the current financial year amounts 
to just Rl,6 billion! 

The total proposed budget for 2015/2016 is R 948.6 million, compared to R 914.3 million for 
2014/2015. 

The proposed operating budget is R 812.7 million, compared to R 766.8 million in 2014/2015 and 
the proposed capital budget amounts to R 135.9 million, compared to R 147.5 million for 
2014/2015. 

The biggest portion of the 2015/2016 operating budget, namely R 624.1 million, or 78.1 per cent, 
will come from property rates and service charges. Operating grants and subsidies will contribute 
a further R 105.9 million. 

The 2015/2016 capital budget will be funded mainly from the Capital Replacement Reserve to the 
amount of R 76.3 million, or 56.1 per cent. The Municipal Infrastructure Grant will amount to R 
20.5 million, or 15.1 per cent, while the human settlement allocation and a loan will respectively 
contribute R 21.8 million and R 4.8 million. 

Council remains acutely aware that our ratepayers and customers are already burdened heavily by 
high taxes, increased fuel levies and continuing price increases at just about every level. It has 
therefore endeavoured to keep the rate increases to the absolute minimum required to maintain 
service delivery levels at an acceptable standard as well as to ensure continued maintenance and 
upgrading of infrastructure. 

With the exception of electricity, an increase of six per cent is therefore proposed across the 
board, which is the same percentage as for 2014/2015. The proposed increase for electricity is 
12.2 per cent, which is the percentage which NERSA allows municipalities to increase their 
electricity tariffs by. The electricity tariff increase is linked to the annual Eskom tariff increase and 
this amounts to 14.29 per cent, which means that the M unicipality has to absorb a portion of the 
Eskom increase. 

The cost of refuse disposal is also going to increase by more than 50 per cent on certain line items 
when the new landfill area is commissioned in 2016 but the waste removal services tariff will also 
increase by just six per cent. 
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I have cautioned last year that there is a need for all of us to lower our expectations with regard to 
the level of municipal services and infrastructure that is provided as maintaining services at the 
high levels to which our ratepayers and consumers have become accustomed to, is very expensive 
and impacts on the tariffs that have to be charged. 


The maintenance of infrastructure and infrastructure planning must also always enjoy the highest 
priority. Inadequate attention to infrastructure maintenance and planning has had dire 
consequences for many communities and municipalities in other parts of the country. 


Time does not allow me to go into every detail of the 2015/2016 budget but I would like to 
highlight the following: 


Excluding departmental and other internal charges, the main contributors are the following: 


- Electricity charges 

- Water charges 

- Sewerage charges 

- Refuse removal charges 

- Other

• The main categories of expenditure from the operating budget for 2015/2016 will be the 
following: 

- Employee-related costs of R 240.5 million, which at 29.6 per cent of the operating budget is 
marginally below the national norm of 30 per cent. 

However, if the top structure expenditure of R 24.2 million, which is included under general 
expenses (other), is excluded the percentage of employee-related costs is actually 32.6 per cent. 

- Bulk purchases of R 251.3 million, or 30.9 percent of the operating budget. 

- Other general expenses of R 145.3 million, or 17.9 per cent of the operating budget. This category 
includes an amount of R 24.2 million in respect of housing top-structures, which is derived from 
Provincial Human Settlements Funding. 

• The major allocations in the Capital Budget are as follows: 

- Streets and Stormwater : R 36.1 million. 

- Electricity Services : R 21.9 million. 

- Sewerage Services : R 21.1 million. 

- Water Services : R 16.4 million. 

- Human Settlements : R 24.9 million. 
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• The Capital Replacement Reserve at the present levels of financing of capital budgets from this 
Reserve remains sustainable over the medium term because of the cash contribution towards this 
Reserve from the operating budget. The Municipality's policy also remains to contribute an 
amount equal to the depreciation costs of assets, the proceeds on the disposal of capital assets 
and the bulk service levies towards the Capital Replacement Reserve annually. 

I want to reiterate what I said last year, namely that it is of absolute importance that capital 
projects are prioritised to ensure that available funds are allocated towards the most important 
projects. 

The plight of the poor has again been considered and it is proposed that households respectively 
classified as indigent and poor both receive a monthly subsidy of R429,06, plus VAT, on their 
household accounts, subject to certain conditions with regard to monthly income and water and 
electricity consumption. This compares with R404,79, plus VAT, for both categories in the 
2014/2015 financial year. 

These households will continue to receive 6 kilolitres of water free and pay no basic charges on 
water. Indigent households will continue to receive 50 kWh of free electricity per month and poor 
households 20 kWh per month. As in the present financial year they will also not pay for sewerage 
and refuse services and do not pay property rates on the first R50 000 valuation of their 
properties. 

It should be noted that it is estimated that the aforementioned services of indigent and poor 
households are subsidised with an amount of R 42 521 436 million. 

M ossel Bay also assist the elderly. The total monthly income limit of a husband and wife at which 
pensioners will become eligible for a discount of fifty per cent on their property rates and 
sewerage charges are increased from R12 000 to R12 750 per month. The limit to qualify for a 
discount of thirty per cent is increased from R16 000 to R17 000 for the 2015/2016 financial year. 


That brings me to the tariffs proposed for the 2014/2015 financial year. The complete list is 
attached as Annexure A to the budget document and Councillors are urged to peruse this 
document carefully. 


However, I would like to highlight the following: 

• A net profit of R 45.1 million is envisaged on water sales for the 2014/2015 financial year. 

• Expenditure on the refuse removal services is expected to exceed revenue by R 5.4 million. 

• The sewerage service is also classified as an economic service and the increase is expected to 
result in a net surplus of R 31.4 million. 

• Property rates are levied in terms of the Property Rates Act and the income generated from 
this source is used to balance the budget. The recommended increase of six per cent, 
however, will not generate enough income to balance the budget. 
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It Is furthermore recommended that, as for the 2014/2015 financial year, the first R15 000 
valuation of residential properties Is exempted from the rates and a rebate Is granted on the 
balance of the valuation to a maximum of R35 000 for the 2015/2016 financial year. 

It Is In everybody's Interest that rates and tariffs should be kept as low as possible and that the 
needs and the expectations of the community are balanced carefully within the framework of the 
available resources. I believe this objective has again been achieved well. 

Details of the Operational and Capital Budgets are provided In the budget document. Councillors 
are urged to peruse these documents and consult with Directors If any clarification Is required. 

In closing, I want to sincerely thank the Chief Financial Officer and his team, the Municipal 
Manager and other Directors and all other personnel who have been Involved In carrying out this 
mammoth and vitally Important task. A detailed and carefully planned budget Is of the utmost 
Importance to ensure good financial discipline and the Municipality's continued good financial 
health. 

Given the continued difficult economic climate. It could not have been an easy task and please be 
assured of my and Council's appreciation for the diligence In which this task Is approached 
annually. 

I would also like to extend my gratitude to Alderman Jim van der M erwe. Chairperson of Council's 
Finance Committee. We are privileged to have someone of his experience, wisdom and level- 
headedness to preside over Council's financial affairs. Thank you also for your leadership and 
contribution to the 2015/2016 budget process. I have no doubt that this budget will serve the 
M unicipality well In the new financial year.

2.2. Multi-year and single year capital appropriations by municipal vote and standard 
classification and associated funding by source as reflected in Table A5; and 

2.3. Capital detailed budget reflected in Annexure C. 

3. That Council takes note the Annual Budget of the M unicipality for the financial year 2015/16 
and indicative for the two projected outer years, 2015/16 and 2016/17, as set out in the 
following schedules: 

3.1. Budgeted Financial Performance (revenue and expenditure by standard classification) as 
reflected in Table A2; 

3.2. Budgeted Financial Performance (revenue by source and expenditure by type) as reflected in 
Table A4. 

4. That Council approves the property rates reflected in the 2015/16 Tariff list (Annexure A) 
and any other municipal tax reflected in the 2015/16 Tariff list to be imposed for the budget 
year 2015/16. 

5. That Council approves the tariffs and charges, subsidies and discounts as reflected in the 
2015/ 16 Tariff list (Annexure A) for the budget year 2015/16. 

6. That Council approves the measurable performance objectives for revenue from each source 
and for each vote reflected in Section 13 of this document for the budget year 2015/16. 

7. That Council approves the amended budget related Policies reflected in Annexure B for the 
budget year 2015/16. 

8. That Council approves the filling of the vacant and new posts as identified by the Executive 
M anagement and as shown in Section 12 of this document. 

9. That all the above mentioned documentation be amended to include all the amendments 
approved by Council from the public/departmental comments, objections and 
recommendations. 
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SECTION 3 - EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 

The main objective of a municipal budget is to allocate realistically expected resources to the 
service delivery goals or performance objectives identified as priorities in the approved Integrated 
Development Plan. 

The budget was made possible through continuous consultation with the local community, the 
relevant government departments and the internal departments of the Municipality to ensure 
that the priorities are properly aligned and addressed. 

South Africa's projected economic growth for 2015 is just 2 per cent, it is down from 2.5 per cent 
indicated in October last year. Government expects growth to rise to 3 per cent by 2017. 
Consumer price inflation peaked at 6.6 per cent in June last year. It has subsequently declined to 
just 4.4 per cent in january, and is expected to average 4.3 per cent in 2015, laying a foundation 
for economic growth. 

The key priorities of Government, as set out in circular 74 and it is quoted, "are to reshape South 
Africa's urban environment through integrated spatial planning, investment in dynamic city 
development, integrated housing and transport programmes, and support for business activity 
and job creation." 

The Government has set the following priorities for structural reform: 

• Building the capacity of local government through the "back to basics" approach; and 

• Reshaping South Africa's urban environment through integrated spatial planning and an 
expansion of the municipal debt market. 

The following is also a quote from Circular 74: 

"Municipalities play a critical role in growing the economy through well-planned and well- 
managed urbanisation. In order to achieve this, large municipalities require massive investment to 
stimulate growth, maintain infrastructure and ensure that basic services are provided for growing 
populations. Over the next three years, the government will roll-out a new approach to local 
government infrastructure financing. Incentives will be introduced to encourage large urban 
municipalities to promote more compact, efficient and equitable cities. Planning will focus on 
developing mixed-use precincts that can help to catalyse economic activity, and on upgrading 
informal settlements. 

M unicipalities require capacity to be able to implement the M TSF's priorities for structural reform. 
This means that the state's capacity to plan, manage and maintain its programmes and 
infrastructure must improve. Government is providing the following support to enable cities to 
promote growth and urban spatial transformation: 

• A project preparation facility which helps municipalities to build a robust pipeline of well- 
designed, catalytic projects for implementation; 

• The infrastructure delivery management system is being expanded from provinces to large 
cities; and 

• Technical assistance will support the review of borrowing strategies. 
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In addition, support will be provided to municipalities to Improve revenue collection and the 
management of Infrastructure financed from both own revenue and grants. National government 
will work with municipalities to expand their own contributions to local Infrastructure Investment, 
while reforms to the grant system will allow for more flexibility In the design of locally appropriate 
solutions; thereby facilitating more efficient use of available resources for social Infrastructure. 
Greater Integration between the capital Investment plans of state-owned companies and city 
development strategies will also be encouraged.” 

With this In mind the Municipality has prepared Its budget. M ossel Bay Municipality has a good 
collection rate and It Is envisaged that the current levels of collection will be maintained. The 
Investment In Infrastructure from own sources of revenue was brought In line with the long term 
financial plan and the policies that flowed from It. Thus the concentration on the own resources 
on the replacement of existing capital assets. 

FINANCIAL SUM MARY ON 2015/ 16 MTREF BUDGET 

The total 2015/16 budget amounts to R 948 595 078. This consists of a capital budget of R 135 
931 842 or 14.3 per cent of the total budget and an operating budget of R 812 663 236 or 85.7 per 
cent of the total budget. 

The graph 1 shows the operating and capital expenditure separately for the 2013/2014 (actuals) 
financial year, the revised budgeted figures for 2014/2015 and the budgeted figures for 
2015/2016 to 2017/2018 financial years.

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3.1. Capital Expenditure Budget 

The graph 2 shows the capital budget (actual expenditure) for the 2012/13 and 2013/14 financial 
years as well as the revised budget for 2014/15 and proposed budgets for the 2015/16 to 2017/18 
financial years.

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The total capital budget for 2015/2016 shows a decrease in the total budgeted amount of 7.9 per 
cent compared to the revised capital budget for 2014/2015. This is mainly due to the additional 
external funding sources which were received during the 2014/2015 year. 

The detailed capital projects are shown in Annexure C of this document. Part of the annexure is a 
summary showing the total amount per vote and per ward. It is clear from this summary that the 
capital expenditure for 2015/16 will be allocated mainly to the following functional areas: 

Technical Services R 37.5 million; 

Electrical Services R 21.9 million; 

Community Services R 1 1.9 million; and 

Planning & Integrated Services R 61.6 million. 
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In analysing what Is purchased with the capital budget, the summary by asset class provides a 
holistic picture for the M unicipality. The summary by asset class can be obtained In Table A9, SA34 
(a) and SA34 (b). For easy reference the summary of Table A9 Is extracted below:

It Is thus clear from the above that the present levels of financing of capital budgets from the CRR 
are sustainable over the medium term. 

It must however be stressed that It Is of absolute Importance that capital projects be prioritized to 
ensure that available funds are allocated towards the most Important projects. A municipality will 
always have the challenge to allocate Its limited resources amongst the vast number of needs of 
Its community.

The total operating budget before recognition of capital transfers for 2015/2016 amounts to a 
deficit R 13 368 831. The total operating expenditure budget amounts to R 812 663 238 which Is 
6.0 per cent more than the revised budget of 2014/2015 of R 766 792 950. 
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3.3. Operating Revenue Budget 


The operating revenue budget amounts to R 853 482 948. This includes capital transfers and 
donated assets to the value of R 54 188 541. If these items are excluded the operating revenue 
amounts to R 799 294 407. 


The operational revenue budget for 2015/2016 of R 799 294 407 shows an increase compared to 
the operational budget of 2014/2015 of R 762 827 912. The outer years increase by 8.0 per cent 
and 3.6 per cent year on year.

3.4. Proposed Rates and Tariffs for 2015/16 

Attached as Annexure A is a list of all the tariffs of the Council. The annexure shows the tariffs for 
the current financial year (2014/2015) as well as the tariffs and proposed increases for the Budget 
year 2015/2016. 

The following tariff increases are, inter alia, provided for to balance the budget for 2015/2016 
financial year. 

Electridtv Tariffs 

At the time of finalising the draft budget for 2015/2016, NERSA has approved the Eskom price 
increases for M ossel Bay M unicipality as follows: 

• Eskom tariff increase in respect of purchase of electricity : 14.69% 

• M unicipal electricity tariff increases on sales to consumers : 12.20% 

It must however be pointed out that the M inister of Finance during his budget speech announced 
a 2 cent per kWh charge which is not included in the tariffs nor in the purchase cost. Clarity on this 
and the treatment of it will be obtained and made public as soon as possible.

There Is a reduction In the gross profit on electricity sales compared to 2014/2015 financial years 
which Illustrates that the dependency on electricity tariffs to balance the budget has reduced. This 
In Itself Is due to the high Increases In the electricity purchase tariffs over the past few years which 
also lead to a consumer resistance on the usage of electricity, especially In the residential 
category. This Is also reflected In the number of units sold year to date. 

Vilater Tariffs 

The draft budget Includes an Increase of 6% on all water tariffs, Included In Annexure A. Separate 
tariffs Is Included In the tariff list If the Council should declare M ossel Bay area as a drought 
stricken area. The draft revenue Is based on a normal rainfall year. The table below provides a 
summary of the revenue and expenditure In respect of the water department.

This service Is regarded as a trading service and Is supposed to run at a profit. The water 
consumption remains more or less the same measured from 2013/2014 to the projected 
consumption for 2014/2015. This trend was used to project the consumption for 2015/2016. As 
with the other services the nett profit on water sales Is used to finance the deficit on the budget 
and thereby subsidising property rates tariffs. 

Refuse Removal Tariffs 

The service Is categorised as an economic service, which means that It Is supposed to pay for Itself 
from service fees or even making a small profit.

The operational expenditure of this service shows an increase of 7.7% and it is mainly due to fact 
that the new district wide refuse site will be made operational during this financial year. The cost 
of dumping at the new site will increase above inflation. The increase of the tariffs is only 6% and 
this is viewed as a calculated risk. 

Sewerage Fees; 

The sewerage service is classified as an economic service. This service must be fully financed by its 
own tariffs or even making a small profit. 

The draft budget includes an increase of 6% on all sewerage tariffs, as included in Annexure A.

At present the service make a huge profit, even if classified as an economic service. No tariff 
restructuring will be performed till such time as the cost accounting practices has not been 
changed. It is envisaged that this aspect will be completed and addressed once one year of 
implementation of SCOA is completed. 

As with the trading services the nett profit on sanitation is used to finance the deficit on the 
budget and thereby subsidising property rates tariffs. 

Property Rates 

Property rates are levied in terms of the property rates act and the income generated from this 
service is used to balance the budget. It does not pay for a specific service although it normally 
fund all the other services not covered by the profits made in respect of trading and economical 
services. The rates policy which sets out the principles for the levies is part of the budget related 
policies included in Annexure B. 

This policy defines and recommends the rates tariff structure which is as below.

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The draft budget includes an increase of 6% on all categories, as included in Annexure A. 


The revenues included in the draft budget, as in the previous financial year, provides that the first 
R 15 000 valuation of any residential property is exempted in term of the property rates act and 
that an additional rebate be granted on the balance of the valuation up to a maximum of R 35 000. 


The owner of a residential property will therefore not pay any property rates on the first R 50 000 
of the value of its property. 


Finally it must be mentioned that all the above mentioned increases do not generate enough 
revenue to balance the operating budget before the recognition of capital transfers and donated 
assets. The shortfall of R 13 368 831 does not implicate a cash shortfall. It is the intention of 
management to fund the budget over a period of time. 


Subsidies and Rebates 


Specific attention was also given to the plight of the poor people. With this in mind the following 
subsidies and rebates were included in the draft budget to Council.

As done in the previous year the subsidies to indigent and poor households are same. The criteria 
on which the subsidies are based are described in the tariff list under paragraph 7. 

The criteria for indigent households are, inter alia, based on the income of that household which 
must be less than twice the monthly State Old Age pension whilst the income criteria for poor 
households is below an amount of R 5 000 per month. 

These households will then receive the following services free of charge.

These households will therefore only pay for electricity consumption more than 50kwh or 20kwh 
and water consumption more than 6 kl and property rates when valuations exceeds R 50 000. 
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Subsidy/ discounts to Pensioners: 


Property Rates and Sewerage fees 

The discount on property rates and sewerage fees in respect of pensioners will be based on the 
conditions as per the tariff list. It is however, recommended that the limit with regards to the total 
income of households be follows, for: 


-50% discount: Income limit is R 12 750 per month. 

-30% discount: Income limit is R 17 000 per month. 

It is thus clear from the above that this budget of Council specifically tries to assist the poor and 
pensioners who cannot afford the higher municipal tariffs. 

M OSSEL BAY CENTRAL BUSINESS DISTRIQ 


As a result of various factors, the M ossel Bay central business district is being drained resulting in a 
decline with dire consequences for the greater M ossel Bay and the entire community. It is the 
intention to revitalize the M ossel Bay Central Business District through the introduction and 
implementation of pro-active interventions that will ensure its economic viability. 

The CID levy as per the 2015/16 Tariff list (Annexure A) of this document, has remained the same 
as in the 2014/15 financial year.

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FINAL COM M ENTS FROM CHIEF FINANCIAL OFFICER 

Some of the key aspects in the Municipal Finance Management Act deals with the 
responsibility of the accounting officer and management to exercise their financial 
management responsibilities in such a way that the financial and other resources of the 
municipality are utilised effectively, efficiently, economically and transparently. The 
responsibility of each Executive Director to which funds are allocated in the budget, is to plan 
and to conduct operations that available funds are spend timeously and utilised effectively and 
efficiently to maintain and improve service delivery standards to the community as a whole . 

Management should also strive on a continuous basis to prevent any unauthorised, fruitless, 
irregular and wasteful expenditure. It is for this reason that M anagement also proposed a very 
strict policy to Council to prevent these types of expenditures to happen. 

Clean audits for the past two financial years are evident of the dedication of the management 
and all personnel to reach these high standards. 

Proper financial planning within the limited resources available will and must always be the 
main focus point of the management of this municipality. The maintenance and renewal of 
existing infrastructure must always be seen as the highest priority to ensure sustainable and 
the existing high levels of service delivery standards in this municipality. Therefore, it will be of 
the utmost importance for this municipality to in future reduce spending levels on lessor 
important services and increase the spending on existing infrastructure over the next 5 years. 

National Government through National Treasury set certain targets for municipalities on the 
renewal and maintenance of existing infrastructure. The main reason for National Government 
to intervene at this level must be seen as an attempt to try and stop the destruction of 
infrastructure over the whole country. M ossel Bay municipality is one of the few municipalities 
where the maintenance of infrastructure is always seen as a priority and this can be seen in 
the level of service delivery in the town. We are however not on the level of spending on the 
renewal and maintenance of infrastructure as envisage by National Treasury and therefore we 
need to reconsider some of our priorities in M ossel Bay to enable more funds to be allocated 
to the maintenance and renewal of infrastructure. The easy way out will be to just keep on 
increasing tariffs and spend more funds on the maintenance of infrastructure but this must 
only be done after a thorough rethink and re prioritising of existing spending priorities were 
done. 

The future balancing of the operational budget will become more and more difficult every 
year. This was already seen in the balancing of the outer years of the budget plan. The 
ratepayers cannot afford to pay more for services. Therefore Council and M anagement should 
curtail new priorities and appointment of more staff that will place an additional burden on 
the ratepayers in terms of increased property rates and service charges.

This becomes more and more a process that involves all role 
players, taking responsibility for the respective fields of expertise because the needs for 
services in town will always exceed the limited resources of income of the municipality and 
therefore the prioritising within each directorate becomes more and more difficult. 

I especially would like to thank the staff of the Budget office for their dedication and hard work 
in this regard.

1. Table A1 Is a budget summary and provides a concise overview of the M unicipallty's budget 
from all of the major financial perspectives (operating, capital expenditure, financial position, 
cash flow, and M FM A funding compliance). 


2. The table provides an overview of the amounts for operating performance, resources deployed 
to capital expenditure, financial position, cash and funding compliance, as well as the 
municipality's commitment to eliminating basic service delivery backlogs. 


3. Financial management reforms emphasises the Importance of the municipal budget being 
funded. This requires the simultaneous assessment of the Financial Performance, Financial 
Position and Cash Flow Budgets, along with the Capital Budget. 


The Budget Summary provides the key Information In this regard: 

a. The operating surplus/deficit (before the recognition of capital transfers, contributed and 
donated assets) Is supposed to be positive over the MTREF; there Is an Improvement, but 
M ossel Bay are not there yet, this will be rectified and achieved over many years not to 
burden the customers. 

b. Capital expenditure Is balanced by capital funding sources, of which 

I) Transfers recognised Is reflected on the Financial Performance Budget; 

II) Borrowing Is Incorporated In the net cash from financing on the Cash Flow Budget; 
whilst 

III) Internally generated funds are financed from the accumulated cash-backed reserves 
that Is generated by making the depreciation charges cash funded and ring fencing 
some other revenue streams, which Is contributed to the CRR. 

Iv) All of the above amounts Is Incorporated In the Net cash from Investing on the Cash 
Flow Budget. The municipality's cash flow should at least remain positive, which Is 
the case. 

4. The Cash backing/surplus reconciliation shows that the Municipality has cash funded Its 
commitments. 


5. Even though the Council Is placing great emphasis on securing the financial sustainability of the 
municipality, this Is not being done at the expense of services to the poor. The section of Free 
Services shows that the amount spent on Free Basic Services and the revenue cost of free 
services provided by the municipality continues to Increase.

1. Total revenue Is R 799.3 million In 2015/16 and escalates to R 894.3 million by 2017/18. This 
represents a year-on-year Increase of 8.0 per cent for the 2016/17 financial year and 3.6 per 
cent for the 2017/18 financial year. 

2. Revenue to be generated from property rates Is R 93.9 million In the 2015/16 financial year 
and Increases to R 105.6 million by 2017/18 which represents 11.8 per cent of the operating 
revenue base of the Municipality and therefore remains a significant funding source for the 
municipality. It remains relatively constant over the medium-term and tariff Increases have 
been factored In at 6 per cent for each of the respective financial years of the M TREF. 

3. Services charges relating to electricity, water, sanitation and refuse removal constitutes the 
biggest component of the revenue basket of the M unicipality totalling R 530.1 million for the 
2015/16 financial year and Increasing to R 593.5 million by 2017/18. For the 2015/16 financial 
year services charges amount to 66.3 per cent of the total revenue base and grows by 5.8 per 
cent per annum over the medium-term. This growth can mainly be attributed to the Increase 
In the bulk prices of electricity. 

4. Transfers recognised - operating Includes the local government equitable share and other 
operating grants from national and provincial government. It needs to be noted that the 
transfers recognise fluctuates due to the nature of expenses on the provincial housing grant. 

5. More detail regarding the employee related cost and the remuneration of Councillors are 
provided In Section 12 of this report. 

6. More emphasis will be placed on the Debt Impairment; depredation charges and the Finance 
charges In Section 9 - Budget Funding this report. 

7. Bulk purchases have significantly Increased over the 2011/2012 to 2015/16 period escalating 
from R 167.4 million to R 251.3 million. These Increases can be directly attributed to the 
substantial Increase In the cost of bulk electricity purchases from Eskom. 

8. Employee related costs and bulk purchases are the main cost drivers within the municipality 
and alternative operational efficiencies or additional revenue sources will have to be Identified 
to lessen the Impact of wage and bulk tariff Increases In future years.

Multi-year capital appropriations 
normally would result In work-ln-progress at the end of a financial year, single-year 
appropriations relates to expenditure that will be Incurred In the specific budget year such as 
the procurement of vehicles and specialized tools and equipment. 


3. The budget appropriations for the two outer years are Indicative allocations based on the 
Inputs of departments and will be reviewed on an annual basis to assess the relevance of the 
expenditure In relation to the strategic objectives and service delivery Imperatives of the 
M unicipality.

1. Table A9 provides an overview of municipal capital allocations to acquisition of new assets or 
the renewal or replacement of existing assets, as well as spending on repairs and maintenance 
by asset class. 

2. National Treasury has recommended that municipalities should allocate at least 40 per cent of 
their capital budget to the renewal of existing assets, and allocations to repairs and 
maintenance should be 8 per cent of PPE. The M ossel Bay Municipality have gone a step 
further to accept an long-term financial plan which stipulates that the spending on 
replacements or renewals of existing capital financed from the capital replacement reserve 
must at least be 80%, this percentage Is phased In with the goal set at 65% for the 2015/2016 
budget year. 

3. The 2015/2016 the expenditure on the replacement or renewal of existing assets Is 50.1 per 
cent and for 2016/2017 It Increases to 66.2 per cent. Overall the expenditure on renewal and 
replacements are budgeted at 59.3 percent for 2017/2018. 

4. The expenditure on repairs a maintenance as a percentage of the total expenditure amounts 
to 5.8 per cent for 2015/2016, which Is below the said guidelines

SECTION 5 - BUDGET PROCESS OVERVIEW 

POUTICAL OVERSIGHT OF THE BUDGET PROCESS 

Section 53 (1) (a) of the M FM A (no 56 of 2003) stipulates that the M ayor of a municipality must 
provide general political guidance over the budget process and the priorities that must guide the 
preparation of a budget. 

Political oversight of the budget process is necessary to ensure that the needs and priorities of the 
community, as set out in the IDP, are properly linked to the municipality's spending plans. The 
mayoral committee is one of the key elements in accomplishing the linkage between the IDP and 
the Budget of a municipality. 


SCHEDUL£ OF KEY DEADUNES RELATING TO THE BUDGET PROCESS 

The Executive Mayor must, according to the M FM A, co-ordinate the processes for preparing the 
annual budget and for reviewing the municipality's IDP and budget-related policies. The Executive 
M ayor therefore tabled a schedule of key deadlines with regards to the budgetary process and the 
review of the municipality's IDP, in council on the 31 July 2014. 


PURPOSE OFTHE BUDGET AND IDP PROCESS PLAN 

The purpose of the process plan is to indicate the various planned activities and strategies on 
which the municipality will embark to compose its Integrated Development Plan for the five year 
cycle (2014/2013-2016/2017) and the budget for the 2015/2016 financial year and the two outer 
years. 

The process plan enhances integration and alignment between the IDP and the Budget, thereby 
ensuring the development of an IDP-based budget. It full fill the role of an operational framework 
for the IDP and Budget process outlining the manner in which this process was undertaken. In 
addition, it identifies the activities in the processes around the key statutory annual operational 
processes of the budget and IDP compilation, performance management implementation and the 
adoption of the municipality's annual report.

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FLOWCHART ON THE BUDGET PROCESS 

There are basically three different processes in the budgeting cycle running at the same time: 

1. Reporting on Previous year budget, 

2. Current year budget implementation, and 

3. Preparation of the new financial year's budget (including the two following financial 
year estimates). 

1. Reporting on Previous year budget: 

This is mainly done through the compilation of the Annual Financial Statements of the 
previous financial year, including the Auditor-General's Audit Report. Another example is the 
different reporting formats to National and Provincial government on the previous year's 
budget and financial performance. 

2. Current year budget implementation: 

Implementation of the budget starts once the budget has been approved. An important 
document in the implementation of the budget is the Service Delivery and Budget 
Implementation Plan (SDBIP), which sets out the service delivery targets and performance 
indicators for the financial year. The SDBIP must be approved within 28 days after the 
approval of the budget. 

Another important aspect is the monitoring and reporting on the current year budget. 
According to Section 71 of the M FM A, the accounting officer must by no later than 10 working 
days after the end of each month submit to the M ayor of the municipality and the relevant 
provincial treasury a statement on the state of the municipality's budget. This will enable the 
mayor to check if the approved budget is implemented in accordance with the SDBIP, consider 
revisions to the approved budget and identify any financial problems facing the municipality. 

3. Preparation of the new financial year's budget: 

There are six distinct steps to the preparation of the new financial year's budget: 

* Planning 

Schedule key dates; establish consultation forums; review previous processes. 

* Strategic 

Review I DP; internal and external consultations; set service delivery objectives for the next 3 
years; consult on tariffs, indigent, credit control, free basic services, etc.; consider local, 
provincial and national issues; consult previous year's performance and current economic and 
demographic trends. 
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* Preparation 

Prepare revenue and expenditure projections; draft budget policies; consult and consider 
local, provincial and national priorities; measurement of past and current performance against 
the budget. 

* Tabling 

Table complete proposed budget, IDP revisions and budget related policies no later than 1 
April (90 days before the start of the new budget year) before council; make public the budget 
as soon as it has been tabled (via website, hard copies and electronic copies); consult with and 
consider formal local, provincial and national inputs or responses. 

* Approving 

After the Mayor has responded to recommendations and where necessary made revisions to 
the tabled budget, full council must meet no later than 31 May (30 days before the start of 
the new budget year) to consider the budget for approval. Council approves the budget and 
related policies before 1 j uly. Should the municipality fail to approve a budget before the start 
of the budget year, the mayor must inform the M EC for Finance immediately. 

* Finalisation 

Publish and approve SDBIP and annual performance agreements and indicators 28 days after 
the approval of the budget. A delegations policy of spending authority on budget votes is also 
critical for successful budget implementation and monitoring and evaluation. 

CONSULTATION PROCESS 

The Constitution of the Republic of South Africa, Act 108 of 1996, places an obligation on 
municipalities to encourage the involvement of communities and community organisations in 
the matters of local government. With the promulgation of the M unicipal Systems Act, 32 of 
2000, the attention of municipalities was focused anew on the need to encourage the 
involvement of communities in the affairs of the municipality. Section 16(1) of the Municipal 
Systems Act, No 32 of 2000 makes provision for a Municipality to create an opportunity to 
encourage the local community to participate in Municipal matters. 

In order to ensure that the IDP Review process is transparent and inclusive, reflecting the real 
needs of the people residing within our municipal space, twenty one public IDP engagement 
sessions were held across all 14 wards. These public engagement sessions present the 
opportunity and platform to all citizens and those who have vested interest in M ossel Bay to 
review the service delivery needs and priorities of the ward in which they resides, ultimately 
shaping the IDP according to their needs and interest. 

The approved IDP and Budget Process Plan together with the schedule of IDP public 
engagement sessions will be published and placed at all libraries and satellite offices for public 
scrutiny and comment once the tabling of the Budget had taken place. Notifications to 
communities and stakeholder invitations will be communicated in time in all three official 
languages of the Western Cape. 
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Section 6 - Alignment between Budget and the Integrated Development Plan (IDP) 

The review of the approved IDP will be circulated and tabled to Council in a separate document. The aligment in this document only focus on the 
alignement of financial figures to the IDP Objectives.

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KEY AM ENDM ENTS TO BUDGET-RELATED POUCIES 

The changes to the specific policies in Annexure B is shown as track changes, the additions to the 
policies are underlined whilst a deletion has been scratched threw. 

Apart from the spelling and grammar changes the changes the key amendments are highlighted 
below per policy. Most of the changes is due to changes in legislation or best practices that 
management have pick-up. 

7.1. Rates Policy 

The changes and additions are mainly due the amendments to the M unicipal Property Rates Act, 
Act No. 6 of 2004 which will be effective as from 1 July 2015. 

Section 3 - Definitions, the definitions that were added or changed are: Agricultural Property; 
Day; Interest; Mining Properties; Multiple purposes; Office bearer; Official residence; Place of 
public worship; Public service purposes; Ratio; and Residential Property. 

Section 4 - Guiding principies was changed to place the responsibility of providing a 
correspondence address on the person liable for the rates. 

Section 5 - Appiication of the poiicy was changed to delete 5.10.3 where the CFO had the right to 
assume ownership. 

Section 8 - Resoiution ievying rates was include to force the M unicipality to publish the decision 
to levy rates. 

Section 11 - Ciearance certificates, 4 sub sections were included that aligns the policy with the 
M unicipal Systems Act and the amendments to the M unicipal Property Rates Act, in essense the 
validation period and lapsing of the clearance certificates were included. 

Section 14 - Interest on overdue accounts. In this section the principles were included that has 
been brought in with the amendment of the property rates act that deals on how interest will be 
charged or pay back. 

Section 15 - Adjustment of property rates prior to suppiementary vaiuation (sv) has been 
amended by deleting 15.3 

7.2. Tariff Poiicv 

The changes and additions are mainly due the amendments to the M unicipal Property Rates Act, 
Act No. 6 of 2004 which will be effective as from 1 July 2015 and to obtain synergy between the 
various policies. 

Section 2 - Definitions, the definitions that were added or changed are: Agricultural Property; 
Interest; Mining Properties; Multiple purposes; Office bearer; Official residence; Place of public 
worship; Public service purposes; Ratio; and Residential Property. 

Section 11 - Property Rates was amended to align the Property rates policy. 
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Section 13 - Deposits the forfeiting of deposits not claimed after 3 years were brought into the 
policy based on an audit query as well as the wording on when a new account cannot be opened, 
it is now much clearer now when an account will not be opened in both cases, namely an owner 
and/or a tenant, although it still allows to address the issue when the owner is deceased or 
untraceable. 

Section 14 - Eiectricity Tariffs the policy was changed to allow basic charges in respect of water 
and the relevant sewerage and refuse removal tariff for each additional electricity meter installed 
and the conditions were included when a token can be replaced if purchased for the meter. 


7.3. Customer Care, Indigent and Credit Controi and Debt Coiiection Poiicv 


The changes and additions are mainly due the amendments to the M unicipal Property Rates Act, 
Act No. 6 of 2004 which will be effective as from 1 July 2015 and to obtain synergy between the 
various policies. 

Section 2 - Definitions, the definitions that were added or changed are: Agricultural Property; 
Interest; Multiple purposes; Office bearer; Official residence; Place of public worship; Private 
Towns, Developments and/or complexes; Public service purposes; and Residential Property. 
Section 7 - Customer care the wording was lightly changed in the following sections with no or 
little impact: 

Communication - This section was changed to exclude the need to invite the press whenever the 
policy is presented in such manner that they are still welcome to attend. 

Metering - This section was changed to extent the periods to 6 month's for the change of a meter 
if the electricity meter could, the reading of the meters by owners and the removal of the water 
meter after no reading. 

Water ieakages - This section was changed to include leakages under the foundation for 
assistance with the consumption of water. 

Disabied persons or persons who are iinked to respirator or iife supporting machine - This section 
was changed by moving the authority from the Accounting Officer to the CFO to provide approval 
not to disconnect services. 

Deceased - This section was changed to make provision for a reduced burial fee for indigent 
persons. 

Section 8 - Credit controi poiicy - This section was changed to make provision for the forfeiting of 
the deposits not claimed back after three years; the levying of interest on all accounts in arrears, 
linking all the responsibility of agreement for the payment of arrears in instalments to the head: 
income, the providing of a notice to the owner if there is an consumption registered on a premises 
which is supposedly unoccupied and the wording was changed with regard to the withholding of a 
clearance certificate. 

Section 9 - Debt collection policy - this section was changed to make provision for the levying of 
interest on all accounts in arrears, changed the default times on arrangements from three to two 
times and the criteria for indigent households with a backyard dwelling in terms of electricity 
usage was changed by increasing it to 650 kWh per month. 
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7.4. Cash management and Investment Policy 


Apart from styling and numbering changes the changes made was due to the change in the 
legislative framework and to improve the internal practices. 

Section 1, 2 & 3 - The introduction, scope and objectives of the policy was amended due to the 
fact that legislative framework for this policy had changed with the promulgation of prescribed 
framework within which these activities should be managed. 

Section 7 - Cash management - Only one major changed was made, the subsection dealing with 
cash procedures were amended to conform to the internal audit findings and the internal 
processes followed. 

Section 8 - Investment Management - This section was amended by changing the wording 
regarding the ethics in investment management to allow the publishing of the interest rates 
quoted once the award was made. The rest of the changes were minor changes to improve the 
internal processes. 

7.5. Asset M anaoement Poiicv 


The changes and additions are mainly due changes to internal processes, GRAP and to start with 
the conversion to m-SCOA. 


Section 3 - Definitions, the definitions that were added or changed are: Carrying amount; Control 
items and Senior M anagers. 

Section 4 - Statutory and reguiatory framework was changed refer to the latest applicable GRAP 
standards. 

Section 7 - Internai controis was changed make provision for the handling of control items as 
defined in the definition, some wording was changed and the responsibility for the annual asset 
count was moved from all the senior managers to the CFO as this is currently the practice 
internally. 

Section 8 - Management and operation of capitai assets was amended to provide more detail on 
the minimum content of asset management plans. 

Section 9 - Ciassification, aggregations & components, the heading for the treatment of 
components were amended based on comments made by the Provincial Administration. 

Section 10 - Accounting for capitai assets was changed to allow for the recognition of control 
items as per definition in this policy. 

Section 13 - Impiementation and review of the poiicy was changed to allow for the phase in 
approached on the adherence of the asset management plans section. 

7.6. Borrowing, Funding and Reserves Poiicv 

Council have as part of the long term financial plan adopted a new policy in November 2014 which 
combined the borrowing and debt policy with the old Funding and reserves policy. Version 2 of the 
new adopted Borrowing, Funding and Reserves policy was amended to align the old principles 
with the new principles. No major changes were made other than incorporating the principles of 
the previous policies. In some instances the wording was adjusted to align with best practices and 
GRAP standards. 
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Section 4 - Reserves policy, all the changes cannot be highlighted. The biggest changes Is the 
legislative requirements that was built as well as the Incorporation of the reserves portion of the 
old policy which provided the framework for Internal processes. 

Section 5 - Borrowing poiicy, again all the changes cannot be highlighted. The same principles 
were followed. 

It must be noted that although many changes were made to the policy the principles Included In 
the long-term financial plan remained unchanged. 


7.7. Uauiditv Poiicv 


In section 4.5 the timing of monitoring and measurement were made very clear. The rest of the 
document were kept more or less the same no major changes were made apart from grammar 
and styling. 


7.8. Expenditure Poiicv 


M inor changes were made to the policy basically to align It with audit enquiries. 

Section 2 - Definitions.- The definition of a vote was change In order to align with m-SCOA 
Section 5 - Expenditure management.were amended based on an external audit query regarding 
petty cash the conditions under which petty cash transactions may be used was made part of the 
expenditure policy. 

Section 7 was changed slightly to be more understandable regarding the dealings with 
unauthorised, Irregular and fruitless and waste full expenditure 

7.9. Budget poiicv 


The following changes are proposed to the policy apart from minor word, styling, grammar, 
references to other policies and linking the policy to new definitions Incorporated. All references 
to the M ayor Is also proposed to be changed to Executive M ayor. 

Section 2 - Definitions, the following definitions that were added or changed: Accounting Officer; 
Capital Budget; Chief Financial Officer" or "CFO"; Line manager; Operating; Senior Manager; Sub 
Vote and Vote. 

Section 13 - Virement requirements, the principle was Included that verlments from the salaries, 
wages and allowances type of expenditure may be made with the approval of the Chief Financial 
Officer and the conditions under which a capital budget virement may be made has been changed 
In order to Improve service delivery and to be more clear. 

Section 19 - Review of the poiicy, this section was Included In totality. 
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7.10. Supply Chain Management Policy 

Only minor changes are proposed to the policy which Include the following: 

Section 24 - Negotiations with preferred bidders Is amended to refer to both expenditure and 
revenue generating bids. 

Section 35 - Appointment of consuitants Is elaborated on due to the focus of external auditors on 
this matter during the 2014 audit. 

Section 36 - Deviation from and ratification of minor breaches of procurement processes has 

been changed to Include payments made to any National or Provincial Government Department, 
Including the Auditor-General of South Africa, excess payment made In terms of Insurance claims; 
and retention payments In terms of Construction Quotations and Tenders. 

7.11. Shortterm Insurance Poiicv

Section 8 - Overview of Budget Assumptions 

Certain broad assumptions had been made on which the budget Is based for the MTREF. These 
assumptions are based on external factors but also Internal trends and factors. These assumptions 
provide a framework for setting priorities, determining service levels and allocating limited 
financial resources. This section provides a summary of the assumptions used In preparing the 
budget for the 2015/ 16 M TREF period. 

EXTERNAL FACTORS 

South Africa's projected economic growth for 2015 Is just 2 per cent. It Is down from 2.5 per cent 
Indicated In October last year. Government expects growth to rise to 3 per cent by 2017. 
Consumer price Inflation peaked at 6.6 per cent In June last year. It has subsequently declined to 
just 4.4 per cent In january, and Is expected to average 4.3 per cent In 2015, laying a foundation 
for economic growth. 

National Treasury has filter this Into the allocations made to M unicipalltles. It Is visible In the fact 
that National Treasury have decreased the Indicative allocations gazetted last year for 2015/2016. 

When compiling the budget, this had also direct Impact on the budget as the consumption trends 
and Income growth statistics which are still very low. Indigent and poor households are growing 
and property markets not really re-actIng to the low levels of Interest rates. It bolls down to 
affordability. 

Consequently, municipal revenues and cash flows are expected to remain under pressure In the 
2015/16 financial year. 
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CREDIT RATING OUTLOOK 

No credit rating was performed by any credit rating company, but the financial position of the 
municipality and management of our financial affairs are sound. A good rating can be expected. A 
credit rating may be advisable seen that the Municipality seeks to start borrowing for the 
acquisition of infrastructure assets that will generate new revenue streams. 

INTEREST RATES FOR BORROWING AND INVESTM ENTS 

Council had resolved to take up an external loan for funding of a portion of the capital cost of the 
desalination plant. A total loan of R 30 million was taken up during the 2011/12 financial year. The 
budget provides for the interest on this loan. 

The M unicipality will finance some sewerage infrastructure which will generate additional revenue 
from 2016/2017. For this purpose the expected interest rate included in the budget is 10.5%. 

Investments made with various financial institutions are strictly in compliance with the M unicipal 
Finance Management Act and the municipality's Cash Management and Investment Policy. The 
average rate of return on investments for the 2014/2015 year is 7.183% and is estimated to be 
6.0% for the 2015/2016 financial year.

The projections has been made lower due to the fact that the economy of M ossel Bay might 
experience a downward trend as a result of the laydown of officials at RETRO SA, this together 
with the slower growth It Is envisage that It will have a negative Impact on the payment 
percentage. A conservative approach for the purpose of the cash budget has been taken. Good 
progress has been made with the collection of old outstanding debts by strictly adhering to the 
Debt collection policy of the M unicipality. Based on previous year trends an amount of R 12 000 
000 was Included In the budget for the write-off of bad debt. This amount has been off set against 
the debt Impairment provision. 

PRICE M OVEM ENTS ON SPECIFICS 

Purchase of bulk electricity from Eskom Is budgeted at R 251 325 180 In the 2015/16 financial 
year, which Is an estimated increase of 13.9 per cent. The projected Increase In bulk water 
purchases Is estimated at 6.0 per cent to a budget of R 10.6 million In the 2015/16 financial year. 
Estimated growth for the 2016/17 year Is 5.8 per cent and 7.0 per cent for the 2017/18 year. 

AVERAGE SALARY INCREASES 

The personnel budget Is calculated by reviewing the Individual posts that Is currently filled In the 
municipal organogram, as well as previous years' expenditure on the salary budget. Provision Is 
also made for the filling of vacant posts during the 2015/16 financial year.

INDUSTRIAL RELATIONS CLIMATE AND CAPACITY BUILDING 

The rendering of cost-effective and sustainable services to the entire community with diligence 
and empathy. Is one of the municipality's mission statements. In order to render this effective and 
efficient service the municipality Is committed to Invest In the staff of the municipality. 
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The municipality also participates in the Municipal Finance Management Internship Programme 
and has made provision for the employment of five interns undergoing training in various sections 
of the Finance directorate. 

CHANGING DEMAND CHARACTERISTICS (DEMAND FOR SERVICES AND FREE OR SUBSIDISED 
BASIC SERVICES) 

The effect of load shedding by Eskom, is an unknown phenomena. Management have rather opt 
for zero growth in the consumption of customers. The possible financial effect could be serious, 
the monitoring of year to date consumption comparing it to the previous year consumption levels 
will be of utmost importance. 

This linked to the fact that growth in M ossel Bay has slowed down since the 2011 and 2012 
financial years placed a focus on doing more with less. 

M ossel Bay is home to a number of poor households which causes unending housing and socio- 
economic backlogs. This is caused by the general influx of people from neighbouring towns, 
provinces and farms to seek employment and change their livelihood. 

ABIUTYOFMUNICIPAUTYTO SPEND AND DEUVERON PROGRAMS 

Capital project expenditure for the 2013/14 financial year was 93.3% of the total capital budget. 
The capital spending is closely monitored by ways of monthly cash flows and monthly reporting to 
Council on capital expenditure. The projected capital and operating spending for the 2014/15 
financial year, for cash flow purposes is estimated at 100%, although it might be unrealistic taken 
the history as baseline.

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SECTION 9 - Overview of Budget Funding 

Section 18(1) of the M FM A states that an annual budget may only be funded from: 

* Realistically anticipated revenue to be collected,

Achievement of this requirement effectively means that Council must approve a balanced, 
credible and sustainable budget. 

A Credible budget is a budget that: 

* Funds only activities consistent with the revised IDP and vice versa ensuring the IDP is 
realistically achievable given the financial constraints of the municipality, 

* Is achievable in terms of agreed service delivery and performance targets, 

* Contains revenue and expenditure projections that are consistent with current and past 
performance, 

* Does not jeopardise the financial viability of the municipality, and 

* Provides managers with appropriate levels of delegation sufficient to meet their financial 
management responsibilities. 

A Sustainable budget is a budget which reflects sufficient revenue and adequate corporate 
stability in order to fund and deliver on service delivery and performance targets. 

FISCAL OVERVIEW 

M ossel Bay M unicipality reviews its financial sustainability, current financial positions and M edium 
Term Revenue and Expenditure Framework (M TREF) on an annual basis to enable the M unicipality 
to deliver acceptable levels of services at affordable tariffs. 

As at 30 june 2014 the Municipality's financial position was sound with total Cash & Cash 
equivalents to the value of R 243 836 485. These funds are committed to various obligations 
which includes the funding of the Capital Replacement Reserve to the value of 
R 65 233 610.

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PROVIDING CLEAN WATER AND MANAGING WASTE WATER 

Mossel Bay Municipality is the Water Service Authority as well as the Water 
Service Provider. 

The Blue Drop certification took place during May 2012. The Mossel Bay and 
Friemersheim systems received Blue drop status. The Green Drop evaluations by 
the DWA took place during October 2012 and the confirmation sessions during 
February 2013. The Green Drop awards will take place during May 2013. 

Mossel Bay Municipality has embarked on the following programmes to improve the overall 
management and operation of the Purification and Waste Water Treatment plants: 

• Although process controllers have been trained and have received the necessary classification 
certification, this is a continuous challenge. 

• The licence applications and registrations for Mossel Bay WWTW and the General 
Authorisation for the Pinnacle Point WWTW are in the process of being finalised. Feedback 
from DWA is still required. 

• The in-house laboratory service staff must still be expanded to be in accordance with the 
recognised proficiency testing schemes required for the Blue/Green drop evaluations. 

• The Assistant Superintendent post in the Water Care section must be approved very urgently 
to comply with the stringent requirements of DWA. 



The Water Safety Plan has been revised. There are no major outstanding issues that need to be 
addressed. 

A brief outline of challenqes/problems that the municipality is experiencing with regards to the 

management of drinking water and sewerage. 


The municipality is still awaiting certain GA effluent water permits from DWA for Pinnacle Point and 
the finalising of the License application Mossel Bay WWTW. We strive to improve our water 
management for both water and waste water but still needs to strengthen our resources to achieve 
this. 

The municipality has started a meter replacement program minimising losses through old under- 
reading meters, continuous bulk water distribution metering and improved water quality to reduce 
wasteful rinsing of pipe networks. As the zone metering system is developed, the focus can be 
specifically directed at any areas with higher losses. The aim of this effort is to reduce these costly 
losses far below the 10% generally accepted for municipalities. 

The new desalination plant built with the financial assistance of PetroSA was practically completed 
ensuring the availability of 10 Mega litre of drinking water, reducing our risk dependency on dam 
water. 

Should the need arise, the PetroSA component of 5 Mega litre per day could also be directed into 
the municipal supply system. This plant will be placed in Zero mode, allowing a new quota border, 
permitting town growth. 

Outflow from the Flartenbos sewerage can be put through the reclamation plant built to extend the 
Mossel Bay water availability. The limited outflow could not always comply with the especially high 
normal standards for the Flartenbos River. Since the plant has been placed into zero production 
mode, the outflow quality has improved. Due to more stringent limits, the feeding dams to these 
works will have to be cleaned in future. 
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The small Friemersheim sewerage treatment plant has been rerouted to the large plant that was 
previously upgraded to improve outflow standards and only this plant must be upgraded to 
accommodate inflow from the new housing projects. 

The treated effluent water from the Ruiterbos treatment works was routed to irrigate the community 
sport fields in Ruiterbos, thereby reducing any enrichment and risks of inflowing water to the 
Mossel Bay raw water supply system. This plant will also be enlarged in future. 

Groundwater monitoring is required adjacent to all effluent treatment works to measure any 
possible pollution of ground water. 

The raw water supply system via Amy Searle furrow has been abandoned due to risk of health to 
the water supply to Great Brak. 

The Boggoms Bay town ship must be supplied with a conventional sewer system. 


An outline of the steps the municipality needs to take to address the challenges noted. 

The municipality must keep pressure on DWA to finalise effluent water permits. 

The municipality has to continue with: 

• the meter replacement program; 

• expand continuous bulk water distribution metering; and 

• improvement of water quality to reduce wasteful rinsing of pipe networks. 

Cleaning of the Hartenbos sewerage plant evaporation pond, irrigation dam and viei needs to be 
cleaned in future. 

The main Friemersheim sewerage treatment plant has to be enlarged with 150kl/day capacity very 
soon to accommodate inflow from the new housing projects.
